Retail  Businesses  Opened. — The  following

"  Shelter-leg  "  Comes  Back.— With  the 
return  of  enemy  air  raids  on  London,  there 
has  been  a  recurrence  of  "shelter-leg"  in 
many  people  of  sedentary  habits.  This  con- 
dition, prevalent  during  the  "blitz"  period 
of  1940,  especially  among  the  elderly  and 
obese,  is  characterised  by  swelling  of  the 
legs  after  nights  spent  in  deck  chairs.  The 
provision  of  bunks  in  shelters  virtually 
eliminated  the  condition,  but  during  the 
raidless  period  the  number  of  bunks  in 
London  shelters  has  been  reduced. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. — The  ninety- 
eighth  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  on  April  15. 
Miss  E.  Bennion  Blundell  was  unanimously 
elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Guild 
in  recognition  of  her  work  on  behalf  of 
public  pharmacy  and  for  the  Guild  in  par- 
ticular. Sixteen  new  members  were  elected. 
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A  large  number  of  reports  were  received 
and  dealt  with  in  a  meeting  which  lasted 
over  six  hours. 

Synthetic  Rubber  Advance. — The  Vice- 
president  of  the  United  States  (Mr.  Henry 
Wallace)  paid  tribute,  recently,  to  the  part 
played  by  Dr.  Chaim  Weizmann  in  the 
production  of  synthetic  rubber  in  the 
United  States.  Mr.  Wallace  stated  that 
Dr.  Weizmann  visited  America  because  he 
saw  scientists  in  that  country  making 
serious  mistakes  in  carrying  out  the  syn- 
thetic rubber  programme.  He  was  convinced 
that  oil  by  itself  was  inadequate,  and  put 
forward  a  method  for  introducing  alcohol 
into  the  process. 

Gold  Treatment  for  Arthritis. — The  Min- 
ister of  Health  was  asked  on  April  20  what 
was  being  done  by  his  Department  in  the 
development  of  the  gold  treatment  of 
arthritis.  Mr.  Willink  said  :  Clinical  research 
into  the  value  and  correct  dosage  of  gold 
salts  in  this  form  of  rheumatic  disease  has 
been  continued  by  the  Empire  Rheumatism 
Council,  whose  latest  report  says  that  no 
definite  conclusions  can  yet  be  announced. 
,  .  .  The  results  reported  as  having  been 
■obtained  by  this  form  of  treatment  up  to 
the  present  by  no  means  justify  any  claim 
that  it  is  uniformly  successful. 

Liquorice  Growers'  Difficulties. — Com- 
plaints have  been  made  by  farmers  in  the 
Pontefract,  Yorkshire,  area  that  soil  suitable 
for  growing  liquorice  is  being  taken  from 
them  for  other  purposes.  To  grow  liquorice, 
the  soil  must  be  loaming  soil  14  ft.  deep, 
without  rock,  but  with  a  stratum  of  lime- 
stone or  marl  above  a  stratum  of  sandstone, 
conditions  rarely  found  in  Britain,  The 
plant,  a  shrub  which  reaches  a  height  of 
several  feet,  was  introduced  into  this 
country  from  Syria  in  1562.  Only  a  few 
acres  are  now  devoted  to  its  cultivation  in 
this  country.

— Speaking 
t  Plymouth  recently  on  "A  Policy  for 
harmacy,"  Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates  said  that

nd  nurses  could  obtain  reasonable  re- 
Luneration  for  their  services;  not  so  the 
lemists.  What,  he  asked,  could  they  do 


about  it?  The  "pitiable"  use  of  its  char- 
tered powers  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  a  policy  that  had  placed  at  the  head 
of  pharmacy  chemists  who  were  interested 
in  the  supply  of  medicines  by  grocers,  might 
well  be  forgotten  once  members  had  decided 
that  such  conditions  should  not  recur. 
A  policy  that  regularly  resulted  in  approxi- 
mately "three  out  of  five  well-educated 
entrants  to  pharmacy  failing  to  satisfy  the 
examiners  required  improvement  before  it 
became  satisfactory.  Many  students  went 
on  to  a  degree,  the  appropriate  starting 
point  for  which  was  matriculation.  Why 
not  stick  to  that,  and  §ive  entrants  a 
chance  ? 

Sugar  Confectionery  Order. — The  Minister 
of  Food  has  made  the  Chocolate,  Sugar 
Confectionery  and  Cocoa  Products  (Control 
and  Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1944.  This 
Order  revokes  the  following  and  consolidates 
them  into  one  Order:  ■ — 

The  Cocoa  Futter  (Maximum  Prices)  Order, 
1 94 1,  the  Cocoa,  Chocolate  and  Sugar  Confec- 
tionery (Licensing  and  Control)  Order,  1941, 
the  Sugar  Confectionery  (Maxim.um  Prices) 
Order,  1941,  the  Chocolate  and  Chocolate  Con- 
fectionery. (Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1941,  and 
the  Chocolate  Couverture  (Maximum  Prices) 
Order,  1942. 

The  new  Order  also  formally  revokes  two 
lapsed  Orders,  namely,  the  Sugar  Confec- 
tionery and  Chocolate  and  Chocolate 
Confectionery  (Special  Reserve  Stocks) 
Order,  1942,  and  the  Sugar  Confectionery 
and  Chocolate  and  Chocolate  Confectionery 
(Distribution)  Order,  1942.  It  comes  into 
force  on  May  28.  Licences  to  manufacture 
issued  under  the  previous  Orders  remain  in 
operation  as  if  granted  under  the  new  Order. 
The  principal  alterations  are  as  follows : 
The  licensing  provisions  are  brought  into 
line  with  the  Ministry's  general  policy,  and 
licensed  manufacturers  are  required  to  keep 
certain  additional  records  relating  to  their 
production.  It  becomes  an  offence  to  de- 
liver unclassified  products  with  tickets  or 
labels  purporting  to  show  that  they  are 
classified.  An  additional  defence  is  provided 
in  proceedings  for  an  infringement  of  certain 
provisions  of  the  Order  protecting  traders 
who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  may 
have  unwittingly  committed  technical 
breaches  of  the  Order.  Small  manufacturers 
(i.e.  broadly  those  who  manufacture  less 
than  25  tons  per  annum)  will  not  normally 
be  required  to  hold  a  licence  to  manufac- 
ture under  the  new  Order,  but  will  require 
to  be  licensed  under  the  Food  (Restrictions 
on  Dealings)  Order,  1943,  if  their  principal 
method  of  sale  is  by  wholesale.

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 


Red  Army's  "  Strength  to  Fight."— Major- 
General  Feodor  Kroskov  (chairman  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  Red  Army)  stated 
on  April  lo  that  Fenamin — an  energy- 
producing  preparation — gives  Red  Army 
soldiers  the  strength  to  fight  for  twenty-four 
or  thirty-six  hours  at  a  stretch  if  need  arises. 
The  compound  is  claimed  to  be  a  product 
of  research  by  Russian  scientists. 

No  Turkish  Chrome  for  Germany. — Since 
January  i  Germany  is  understood  to  have 
taken  delivery  from  Turkey  of  about  25,000 
tons  of  chrome  ore,  yielding  48  per  cent,  of 
standard  chromium.  Total  deliveries  during 
1943  were  30,000  tons,  representing  an 
average  monthly  delivery  of  2,500  tons 
against  the  1944  average  of  7,000  tons. 
The  Turkish  Foreign  Minister  recently  an- 
nounced the  cessation  of  all  chrojne  exports 
to  Germany. 

U.S.  Vitamin  Manufacturers  and  Price 
Ceiling. — An  injunction  has  been  sought 
by  thirteen  leading  United  States  manu- 
facturers of  vitamin  products  against  the 
proposal  of  the  Office  of  Production  Admin- 
istration to  impose  maximum  prices  for 
vitamin  products  at  levels  below  those  now 
in  existence.  The  companies  affected 
declare  that  such  regulation  would  cause 
them  irreparable  loss. 

Indian    Industry    After    the    War. — A 

fifteen-year  plan  fbr  Indian  economic 
development  was  put  forward  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Federation  of  Indian  Chambers  of 
Commerce  at  Delhi,  recently,  by  a  number 
of  Indian  industrialists  and  business  men. 
The  plan  envisages  the  investment  of  ten 
thousand  crores  of  rupees  (about  ^700 
million)  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about, 
at  the  end  of  fifteen  years,  a  100  per  cent, 
increase  in  the  standard  of  living. 

New  Drug   Captured  from   Germans. — 

According  to  the  London  "Star,"  a  new 
drug,  Marsanil,  was  among  materials  and 
equipment  captured  from  the  German  army 
medical  unit  on  the  Italian  front.  It  is 
understood  that  Marsanil  is  a  member  of 
the  sulphonamide  group  and  used  in  the 
treatment  of  gas-gangrene.  Trials  on 
British  military  patients  are  stated  to  have 
given  encouraging  results. 

Indian  Scientists'  England  Visit. — Pro- 
fessor A.  V.  Hill  (secretary  of  the  Royal 
Society)  who  is  at  present  on  a  mission  to 
India,  has  informed  correspondents  in  New 
Delhi  that  a  visit  of  Indian  scientists  to 
England  has  been  arranged.  The  delegation 


is  to  include  Colonel  Batra  (Deputy  Direc 
tor-General,  Indian  Medical  Service) ;  Sii 
S.  S.  Bhatnagar  (director,  Board  of  Scien 
tific  and  Industrial  Research) ;  Sir  J.  P 
Ghosh  (Bangalore  Institute),  and  Professon 
S.  K.  Mitra  and  M.  M.  Sar,  Calcutta. 

Metric    System   in    U.S. — In   a  receni 

^inquiry  in  Chicago,  leading  pharmacists 
stated  that  about  70  per  cent,  of  prescribers 
used  the  metric  system,  and  that  the 
proportion  was  increasing,  especially 
amongst  the  younger  men,  although  some 
used  both  metric  and  apothecaries'  quan- 
tities in  the  same  prescription.  The  Counc* 
on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association  has  decided  that  al 
Council  publications,  including  "New  an 
Non-of&cial  Remedies,"  the  epitome  of  the 
U.S.  Pharmacopoeia,  and  National  Form- 
ulary, shall  in  future  give  quantities  an' 
dosages  exclusively  in  the  metric  system. 

Penicillin  Programme  in  U.S. — Ninety- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  new  plant  construction 
under  the  United  States'  penicillin  pro- 
gramme set  in  operation  in  June  1943  has 
been  completed,  and  the  Chemicals  Bureau 
of  the  U.S.  War  Production  Board  an- 
nounces that  no  further  major  expansions 
will  now  be  approved.  Members  of  a  sub- 
committee set  up  to  study  civilian  distribu- 
tion reported  that  detailed  recommendations 
would  be  premature  at  present.  The  supply 
situation  is  expected  to  clarify  shortly,  and 
more  time  has  therefore  been  asked  for  to 
consider  the  problem.  Officials  of  th' 
Chemical  Bureau  state  that  the  sub-i 
committee  has  been  asked  to  make  recom-i 
mendations  on  how  civilian  distribution 
should  be  bandied  when  penicillin  is 
available  to  the  extent  of  some  10,000,000,000 
units  or  more  a  month.  Alternative  pro- 
posals advanced  for  discussion  are  that 
allocation  through  the  National  Research 
Council  should  continue  for  suitable  critical 
cases  in  which  there  is  jeopardy  to  life,  for 
a  limited  number  of  serious  but  non-critical 
cases,  and  for  research ;  that  civilian  dis- 
tribution through  the  drug  trade  should 
begin  on  a  percentage  basis  when  a  surplus 
of  10,000,000,000  to  15,000,000,000  units 
a  month  over  military  requirements  is 
available,  the  National  Research  Council 
continuing  to  meet  requirements  for  cri- 
tical cases ;  and  that  civilian  distribution 
should  start  after  monthly  production 
attains  some  high  figure  (possibly 
50,000,000,000  units)  above  military  re- 
quirements have  been  met.

Afterthoughts 

If  one  test  of  greatness  is,  as  has  been  said 
»f  Sterne,  the  power  to  make  people  "  doubt 
vhether  they  ought  to  laugh  or  cry,"  the 
"ouncil  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
;he  Codex  Revision  Committee  have  un- 
luestionably  achieved  greatness  in  their 
atest  list  of  amendments  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex.  It  seems  to  be  a 
;ase  of  thinking  not  in  grains  but  in  micro- 
grams. In  1 94 1  the  Second  Supplement  of 
;he  Codex  ordered  the  deletion  of  glycerin 
rom  certain  Codex  preparations  containing 
Wt,  and  its  reduction  by  a  substantial 


amount  in  another  preparation.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Codex  Formulary  appeared 
in  Supplements  IV  and  VI  without  mention 
of  these  preparations.  Then,  on  April  5  of 
this  year,  these  changes  in  respect  of  glycerin 
were  made  optional.  It  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand both  why  it  has  taken  so  long  to 
arrive  at  this  decision  and  what  are  to  be 
the  determining  factors  in  the  use,  reduc- 
tion or  deletion  as  the  case  may  be  of  the 
glycerin.  A  further  doubt  arises  as  to  the 
possibility  of  using  part  of  the  quantity  of 
glycerin  originally  ordered.  This  method  of 
examining  the  Council's  latest  decree  may 
be  applied  to  the  contents  of  the  recently 
issued  B.P.C.  Supplement  VI,  which  in 
places  appear  equally  perplexing.  Why, 
for  instance,  need  tincture  of  ginger  be 
replacable  by  one-fifth  of  its  volume  of 
strong  tincture  or  ginger  in  acidum  sul- 
phuricum  aromaticum  ?  It  is  clear  that  no 
saving  in  alcohol  will  result.  Such  cases 
suggest  that  the  formulas  thus  meticulously 
touched  up  are  getting  out  of  hand. 

Sir  Richard  Winfrey 

In  your  announcement  of  Sir  Richard 
Winfrey's  death  (p.  436)  a  reference  was 
made  to  the  autobiographical  sketch  that  he 
contributed  to  The'  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist in  1925.  Many  of  his  early  experiences 
furnish  entertaining  reading.  Hfe  discovered 
for  instance,  when  calling  on  a  local  doctor, 
that  the  "old  groom  and  factotum"  of  the 
establishment  had  prepared  some  chloro- 
form water  by  adding  chloroform  to  water 
in  the  proportions  ordered  for  spirit  of 
chloroform.  "I  often  wonder,"  added  Sir 
Richard,  "who  dispenses  for  these  country 
doctors  nowadays.  Anyway,  I  always 
fight  shy  of  their  physic  myself ! ' '  The 
transition  from  pharmacy  to  a  journalistic 
and  political  career,  related  with  felicitous 
touches,  was  incidentally  of  value  to  his 
former  vocation,  as  he  readily  consented  to 
help  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  shaping 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  so  as  to  gain 
as  much  for  qualified  persons  as  was  con- 
sidered possible  in  the  Act  of  1908.  Near 
the  end  of  his  fourth  and  last  article  he  gave 
a  vivacious  account  of  an  activity  of  a 
different  type,  the  reading  of  the  Riot  Act 
when  Mayor  of  Peterborough.  Unlike  those 
who,  once  immersed  in  wider  interests,  do 
their  best  to  forget  their  connexion  with 
pharmacy.  Sir  Richard  kept  in  touch  with 
various  old  colleagues  till  late  in  life.  I  have 
read  his  reminiscences  again  with  renewed

Pharmaceutical  Society  Branch 

At  the  twenty-second  annual  meeting 
of  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  which  followed,  Mr.  L. 
MoRETON  Parry  reaffirmed  the  general 
feeling  that  staffs  of  local  pharmacies  had 
been  depleted  to  the  utmost  limit.  It  had 
become  next  to  impossible  to  provide  the 
service  which  the  public  was  entitled  to 
expect.  Every  reasonable  assistance  had 
been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
officials  of  the  Man-power  Board,  but 
Liverpool  pharmacy  had  problems  which 
probably  did  not  exist  in  any  other  city, 
and  guests  from  overseas  had  to  be  properly 
attended  to.  Forty  pharmacies  had  been 
closed.  Chemists  were  as  loyal  a  body  of 
people  as  could  be  found  in  this  country. 
Every  man  called  up  had  been  willing  to 
take  his  place  in  his  country's  service,  but 
sometimes  employers  had  had  to  point  out 
that  it  was  loyal  to  serve  the  country  in 
assisting  to  provide  an  adequate  medical 
service.  There  had  been  a  loss  of  ^27  8s.  6d. 
on  the  year's  work,  the  grant  from  the 
Society  being  only  ^24  i6s.  2d.  Mr.  Geo.  L. 
Clubb  said  that  the  loss  was  a  strong  argu- 
ment for  a  bigger  grant  from  the  Society.

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NEGLIGENCE  RIDER  AT  BOLTON  INQUEST 


At  Bolton,  Lanes,  on  April  19,  before  a 
jury,  the  deputy  borough  coroner  con- 
cluded an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Mrs. 
May  Warburton,  aged  forty-nine,  13 
Loxham  Street,  Bolton,  whose  death 
followed  the  taking  of  a  dose  of  medicine 
dispensed  at  the  Egerton  Street,  Farnworth, 
branch  of  Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  chemists. 
Medical  evidence  given  had  established  that 
death  was  due  to  strychnine  poisoning. 
Mr.  E.  Fielding  represented  the  police, 
Mr.  A.  F.  Greenhalgh  appeared  for  Messrs. 
Waller  &  Riley,  and  Mr.  A.  Lawson  for 
the  relatives.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  represented  by  Miss  J.  Y.  Stevenson, 
who  also  gave  evidence. 

Circumstances  of  Purchase 

Samuel  Warburton,  husband  of  the 
deceased,  told  the  court  that  his  wife  was 
undet  the  care  of  Dr.  A.  L.  Tinto  for 
debility.  He  left  her  in  her  usual  health 
at  9.10  a.m.  on  February  19,  but  on  coming 
home  at  12.45  p.m.  found  her  lying  on  the 
bed  in  the  living  room,  with  their  married 
■daughter  and  two  neighbours  looking  after 
her.  About  1.30  p.m.  Dr.  Tinto  arrived, 
and  death  occurred  at  about  two  o'clock. 
There  was  no  strychnine  of  any  kind  in  the 
house,  he  said.  Nora  Beryl  Harrison,  a 
daughter,  said  her  mother  had  come  home 
from  the  doctor's  surgery  on  the  previous 
day  with  a  prescription,  and  about  2  p.m. 
they  went  together  to  the  shop  in  Egerton 
Street.  A  young  girl  behind  the  counter, 
whom  she  knew  by  sight,  was  asked  if  she 
would  make  up  the  prescription,  and 
replied:  "Yes,  I  will  be  only  a  minute." 
The  girl  went  to  the  rear  of  the  shop,  and 
about  ten  minutes  later  returned  and  said 
she  was  sorry  she  could  not  find  "  something 
that  has  to  go  into  it,"  asking  witness  to 
call  again  at  3  p.m.,  as  she  was  alone  and 
"not  quite  used  to  finding  things." 

On  returning  at  3  p.m.,  witness  saw  the 
same  girl,  who  said  the  medicine  was  not 
ready,  adding  "There  is  no  chlor — — ,"  but 
witness  could  not  remember  the  rest  of  the 
word.  On  Saturday  morning,  at  about 
10.45,  witness  went  to  the  shop  again.  Two 
girls  were  in  the  shop.  Irene  Clarke,  the 
younger  girl,  when  asked  for  Mrs,  War- 
burton's  medicine,  replied :  "  Is  it  M. 
Warburton?"  Witness  answered  in  the 
affirmative  and  was  given  a  bottle  of 
medicine  from  the  back  of  the  counter. 
There  were  crystals  in  the  medicine  which 
looked  like  Epsom  salts,  and  she  noticed 
the  crystals  did  not  dissolve.  After  dinner, 


which  was  finished  by  about  11.45  a.m. 
witness  was  in  the  kitchen  washing  dishe 
when  her  mother  came  and  rinsed  out  ; 
cup,  returning  with  the  medicine  bottle 
She  poured  out  a  dose,  added  water,  am 
drank  the  whole  of  it.  Then  she  remarked 
"  This  is  the  worst  medicine  I've  ever  had. 
She  wanted  to  spit  it  out,  and  said  sh 
would  not  drink  any  more  of  it.  He: 
mother  sat  on  the  bed  "feeling  funny,"  anc 
witness  went  for  Dr.  Tinto.  He  was  out 
but  a  message  was  left  for  him.  When  sh 
got  back  her  mother  was  still  sitting  on  th 
bed.  Witness  gave  her  some  salt  and  wate 
to  make  her  sick.  Her  mother  began  shak 
ing,  and  said  "I  think  this  is  poison."  Shi 
went  stiff,  and  witness  rubbed  her,  als" 
sending  again  for  the  doctor,  who  arrivec 
at  about  1.30.  Her  mother  died  while  h 
was  there.  Witness  said  she  was  satisfi" 
the  bottle  of  medicine  was  never  interferec 
with  by  anyone.  Asked  by  the  coroner  i 
she  could  identify  the  assistants  in  court 
witness  pointed  them  out. 

Doctor's  Statement 

Dr.  Alexander  Lyon  Tinto,  685  Man 
Chester  Road,  said  he  was  treating  Mrs 
Warburton  for  nervous  exhaustion,  and  or 
February  18  issued  a  prescription  for 
simple  iron  and  strychnine  tonic  in  commo" 
use,  and  in  accordance  with  a  National 
Health  formula.  It  was  a  solution  oi 
strychnine  hydrochloride,  3  •  minims ;  per- 
chloride  of  iron,  10  minims;  and  chloro- 
form water,  |^  fl.  oz.  When  he  was  called 
to  the  house  on  February  19,  Mrs.  War- 
burton's  symptoms  indicated  that  she  had 
been  poisoned  by  strychnine.  At  one  point 
after  he  arrived  he  thought  she  was  respond- 
ing to  treatment,  but  she  had  another 
convulsion  and  died.  Witness  said  he 
handed  the  bottle  of  medicine  to  detective- 
constable  Fisher  (the  coroner's  officer).  He 
then  described  how  he  visited  the  Egerto" 
Street  shop  and  saw  Clarke,  whom  he  asked 
for  the  prescription  he  had  issued  for  Mrs. 
M.  Warburton.  Clarke  was  "pretty  off- 
hand" in  her  manner,  and  said  somethi" 
about  its  being  a  nuisance,  finally  invitin 
him  to  come  and  look  for  it  himself  in  a 
drawer  she  had  been  looking  in.  Witness 
found  the  script,  read  it,  and  told  Clarke  to 
look  after  it  as  it  might  be  required.  "Why, 
has  somebody  died?"  she  asked.  Witness 
said,  "Yes,  somebody  has  died."  In  reply 
to  Mr.  Lawson,  witness  said  the  medicine 
he  prescribed  would  in  no  way  have  caused^ 
death. 
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^hen  analysed  at  the  Home  Office  Forensic 
Iboratory,  Preston,  the  medicine  was  found 
]  contain  strychnine,  one  dose  approximating 
1 100  times  the  intended  quantity.  The  coroner 
led  Jane  Y.  Stevenson,  an  area  inspector 
|,der  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  who 
)lained  that  a  section  of  the  Act,  which 
[plied  to  such  establishments  as  that  at 
terton  Street  necessitated  that  a  qualified 
femist  must  dispense  any  medicine  containing 
lison,  or  be  present  to  supervise  when  an 
iqualified  person  dispensed  it.    Replying  to 
[e  coroner,  witness  said  if  a  corporate  body, 
ly  registered,  was  unable  to  comply  with  this 
lation,  the  correct  course  was  to  cjose  the 
femises  concerned-  until  a  registered  pharma- 
5t  could  be  secured.    Poisons  should  not

When  Gilbert  Brown,  who 
described  himself  as  managing  director  of 
Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  entered  the  box,  the 
coroner  warned  him  he  need  not  answer  any 
question  of  an  incriminating  character.  Brown 
said  he  was  temporarily  acting  as  the  qualified 
chemist  managing  the  Egerton  Street  branch, 
and  the  Misses  Tudor  and  Clarke  completed  the 
taff.  He  visited  the  shop  at  4  p.m.  on  Febru- 
ary 18  to  supervise.  He  looked  at  the  prescrip- 
tions awaiting  dispensing  and  Tudor  made 
ome  up  while  he  was  there.  The  coroner:  If 
a  prescription  was  handed  in  at  2  p.m.,  how 
was  it  you  did  not  see  Mrs.  Warburton's 


prescription? — Witness:  All  I  can  suggest  is 
that  it  must  have  been  done  already  and  placed 
in  the  drawer  where  prescriptions  are  put. 

Coroner:  Don't  you  think  you  should  have 
looked  in  the  drawer? — Witness:  Perhaps. 

The  coroner  said  he  felt  that  witness  should 
have  taken  such  steps  as  would  have  brought 
the  prescription  to  his  notice. 

Witness  said  that  normally  the  authorised 
dispenser  would  have  done  so,  but  Clarke  was 
not  the  authorised  dispenser.  Asked  by  Mr. 
A.  Lawson,  for  the  relatives,  whether  his  staff 
drew  his  attention  at  4  p.m.  to  Mrs.  Harrison's 
visit  at  2  p.m.  and  to  the  conversation  that  took 
place  between  her  and  Miss  Clarke,  witness 
agreed  it  would  have  been  a  very  important 
thing  if  they  had  done  so.  Witness  further  told 
Mr.  Lawson  that  he  could  not  account  for  the 
crystals  getting  into  the  medicine.  No  one 
trained  in  the  use  of  poisons  could  have  done  it. 
The  girl  Clarke  was  only  there  to  sell  goods  and 
take  in  prescriptions.  He  did  not  think  Miss 
Tudor  could  possibly  make  a  blunder  like 
this.  He  added  that  the  firm  had  a  qualified  man 
in  charge  of  each  of  their  sixteen  branch  shops, 
and  for  the  time  being  he  was  doing  his  best 
under  difficulties  at  Egerton  Street. 

Replying  to  a  question  by  the  coroner.  Brown 
said  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Clarke  had 
taken  the  prescription  in  and  made  it  up,  using 
strychnine  alkaloid  instead  of  strychnine  hydro- 
chloride. He  did  not  consider  he  was  failing  to 
comply  with  the  section  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  requiring  a  qualified  chemist 
to  be  on  the  premises,  as  he  was  on  call  all  the 
time.  Mr  Greenhalgh  intervened  when  a  further 
question  was  being  put  to  witness  and  said  he 
would  advise  him  not  to  answer.  The  coroner 
then  called  Edna  Tudor  and  Irene  Veronica 
Clarke,  both  of  whom  denied  making  up  the 
prescription.  Tudor  told  Mr.  Lawson  she  had 
seen  Clarke  make  up  prescriptions  containing 
poison,  and  Clarke  told  Mr.  Greenhalgh  she  did 
not  know  anything  about  strychnine  crystals 
until  Mr.  Brown  told  her.  She  denied  making 
up  the  mixture. 

Direction  and  Verdict 

In  his  direction  to  the  jury,  the  coroner  said 
they  must  be  satisfied  that  the  bottle  was 
handed  to  Mrs.  Harrison  by  Clarke  and  carried 
direct  to  deceased.  This  would  seem  to  be  the 
case.  "It  appears,  therefore,  there  are  three 
verdicts  you  can  return.  You  can  say  man- 
slaughter against  a  named  person,  but  on  the 
evidence  heard  it  has  not  been  possible  to  deter- 
mine the  name  of  the  person  who  mixed  the 
medicine.  You  must  be  absolutely  certain  of 
the  identity.  Or  you  can  bring  a  verdict  of  man- 
slaughter against  person  unknown;  or  alter- 
natively misadventure."  Misadventure  was  the 
verdict  returned,  the  jury  finding  that  death 
resulted  from  poison  taken  in  medicine  contain- 
ing strychnine.  They  added  a  rider  that  there 
was  "NegUgence  in  supervision  exercised  by 
Waller  and  Riley,  Ltd.,  in  dispensing  medicine 
containing  poison,'"  and  that  evidence  given  by 
Edna  Tudor  and  Irene  V.  Clarke  was  "extreme- 
ly unsatisfactory." 
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H.I  I  EXTRACT  IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  CANCE 

In  response  to  numerous  requests  from  readers  for  information  on  "  H.ii  Extract,"  th« 
Editor  asked  Mr.  J.  H.  Thompson  (Director  of  Research,  Hosa  Research  Laboratories 
Sunbury-on-Thames)  to  prepare  the  following  article  on  the  nature  and  use  of  the  compound 


The  use  of  H.ii  extract  in  the  treatment  of 
malignant  conditions  constitutes  a  new 
type  of  approach  to  the  problem  of  cancer. 
Hitherto  attention  seems  to  have  been 
chiefly  concentrated  on  attempts  to  kill 
the  cancer  cell  by  exposing  it  to  destructive 
agencies  such  as  varieties  of  burning 
(diathermy,  deep  x-rays  and  radium),  or 
poisonous  or  toxic  substances,  e.g.  lead 
salts.  Moreover,  substances  of  all  kinds, 
too  many  to  enumerate,  have  been  inves- 
tigated in  the  hope  that  such  "shots  in  the 
dark"  might  "do  something"  in  cancer. 

H.II  extract  belongs  to  neither  group. 
Its  use  in  cancer  is  the  application  of  an 
established  physiological  fact,  namely  that 
growth-inhibitory  substances  are  present 
in  the  normal  adult  body.  There  is  already 
much  evidence  published  indicating  that 
at  least  some  of  these  substances  are  ela- 
borated by  the  parathyroid  glands,  and 
that  they  are  responsible  for  the  cessation 
of  growth  occurring  a  few  years  after 
puberty.  Their  chemical  identity  is  un- 
known apart  from  the  compounds  of 
/S-indol-acetic  acid,  although  research  at 
these  laboratories  will  soon,  it  is  hoped, 
enable  us  to  learn  the  class  of  substance 
involved.  It  has  been  found  that  these 
substances  are  excreted  unchanged  in  the 
urine  of  normal  adults,  and  they  have  been 
successfully  extracted  in  the  form  of  H.ii. 
The  chemical  process  chiefly  consists  of 
alcohol  precipitations  and  water  partition 
with  ether  at  pH  z-o.  A  further  purification 
is  effected  by  copper  sulphate  and  another 
alcohol  precipitation.  Full  details  of  these 
processes  have  been  published  elsewhere. 
All  extracts  are  tested  for  inhibitory 
activity  on  cancerous  tumours  in  mice. 

Physiological  Action 

The  physiological  action  of  H.ii  extract, 
which  contains  these  substances,  is  there- 
fore to  inhibit  growth.  This  is  found  to  be 
the  case  when  young  animals  are  injected. 
Growth  stops  but  there  is  no  interference 
with  normal  bodily  health.  In  fact,  all  that 
occurs  is  the  artificial  production  of  growth 
inhibition  before  instead  of  after  puberty. 
This  fact  cannot  be  too  much  stressed, 
since  already  uninformed  criticism  has 
complained  that  growth-inhibitory  extracts 
such  as  H.II  will  cause  anaemia  (due  to 
inhibition  of  red  blood  corpuscle  formation) 
and  failure  of  skin  repair,  etc. 


It  is  obvious  that  the  normal  inhibitior 
of  growth  in  adolescence  is  unaccompaniec 
by  any  failure  of  repair  processes  and  there 
fore  the  latter  phenomenon  is  not  to  b( 
expected  with  H.ii  extract.  Wounc 
incisions  heal  perfectly  during  H.ii  therapj 
and  the  usual  repair  phenomena  of  the 
body  occur  normally.  An  importani 
corollary  is  that  malignant  ulcers  such  as 
rodent  ulcers,  epitheliomata,  etc.,  he- 
under  H.ii  therapy.  But,  on  the  othei 
hand,  any  form  of  growth,  as  distinc' 
from  repair  processes,  is  inhibited,  and 
therefore,  theoretically,  H.ii  extract  shoul 
inhibit  also  different  forms  of  beni 
growth  such  as  lipoma,  fibromyoma,  etc 
This  has  been  found  to  be  true  in  clinica 
practice. 

Application  to  Cancer 

Assuming  that  cancer  is  also  a  form  of 
growth,  although  abnormal  (and  there  is 
considerable  difference  of  opinion  on  thi 
subject),  H.II  extract  should  not  only 
inhibit  it  but  should  be  equally  effective 
in  the  different  histological  types  of  the 
disease,  on  both  primary  and  secondary 
deposits,  and  on  tumours  irrespective  of 
size  and  position  in  the  body.  A  large  mass 
of  clinical  data  has  now  accumulated,  and 
is  continuing  to  accumulate  in  rapi(ily 
increasing  volume,  to  verify  the  truth  of 
these  postulates. 

The  recently  published  analysis  by 
Dr.  Cronin  Lowe  ("Medical  World,"  pp.  59, 
540),  of  243  cases  of  advanced  and  inopera- 
ble cancer  treated  with  H.ii  extract,  is 
a  part  of  this  evidence.  It  is  abundantly 
clear  from  this  published  statement  by  an 
independent  pathologist  that  H.ii  extract 
is  (a)  an  effective  inhibitor  of  advanced 
cancer ;  (b)  inhibitory  to  the  various  types 
of  cancer ;  and  (c)  equally  potent  to  primary 
and  secondary  growths  situated  in  various 
parts  of  the  body.  To  sum  up,  H.ii  extract 
is  not  specific  in  its  action  to  cancer,  but 
is  a  mixture  of  some  or  all  of  the  physiolo- 
gical substances  normally  responsible  for 
cessation  of  somatic  growth,  and  its  use  in 
the  treatment  of  malignant  disease  is  an 
instance  of  applied  physiology. 

An    important    therapeutic  deduction 
necessarily  follows  from   this  fact.  The 
injection  of  the  extract  should  not,  and 
does  not,  cause  any  harmful  effects.    Its , 
action  is  purely  physiological  and,  beyond 
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ibiting  growth,  it  only  increases  some- 
tat  the  secretion  of  the  glands  of  the 
lentary  canal,  and  slightly  lowers  the 
ly  temperature.  It  causes  no  pain  and 
local  reaction  on  injection.  It  is  ad- 
listered  by  deep  subcutaneous  injection 
:e  daily.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
)stances  in  the  extract  are  normally 
lered  through  the  renal  epithelium  it  is 
fvious  that  they  will  not  remain  long  in 
blood  stream.  Nevertheless,  the  con- 
mt  and  uninterrupted  action  of  the 
Itract  on  the  cancer  cells  is  the  whole 
Iject  of  the  treatment.  For  this  reason, 
jbcutaneous  injection  has  been  found  to 
superior  to  intramuscular,  since  a  slower 
te  of  absorption,  and  therefore  excre- 
)n,  is  thereby  produced.  Accepting 
indol-acetic  acid  as  an  index  of  excretory 
te,  it  is  found  that  H.ii  extract  given  by 
Ibcutaneous  injection  is  excreted  over 
lout  eighteen  hours.  The  whole  object  of 
[ch  administration  is,  of  course,  vitiated 
injections  are  given  irregularly.  Treat- 
3nt  must  be  strictly  cdntinuous  if  good 
[suits  are  to  be  obtained. 

)sage  Considerations 

Although  the  extract  has  no  deleterious 
feet — ^indeed  it  improves  the  appetite  and 
meral  'condition — ^nevertheless    in  the 
mcerous  patient,  if  injected  in  excess,  it 
luses  a  general  reaction.    This  is  of  quite 
[mild  order  providing  dosage  is  not  further 
kreased,  and  is  due  not  to  the  extract 
zv  se  (which  is  non-toxic),  but  is  probably

^le  tumour  growth.    The  reaction  usually 
msists  of  headache,   nausea,   aching  of 
|mbs,  slight  rise  of  temperature,  but  the  last 
[wo  signs  vary  in  different  patients  and  may 
le  absent.  It  rapidly  subsides  on  reduction 
If  dosage.    The  dosage  at  which  this  reac- 
feon  occurs  differs  widely  in  different  pa- 
lients  bearing  no  relationship  to  the  type  or 
ize  of  growth.    For  example,  in  a  certain 
lospital  ward  two  cases  of  fungating  adeno- 
[arcinoma  of  the  breast  were  receiving  H.ii 
treatment.  Both  were  as  near  as  possible 
blinically  comparable  and  both  received 
tl.ii  extract  from  the  same  bottle.  Yet 
In  one  case, a  reaction  developed  at  3  c.c.  and 
in  the  other  at  7-5  c.c.    A  trial  of  dosage 
|3ased  on  this  reaction  is  at  present  being 
;mployed  in  a  number  of  cases  under  com- 
petent clinical  observation.   The  system  of 
^osage  in  general  use  consists  of  a  series  of 
tioses  commencing  at  0*5  c.c.  and  increasing 
>y  o*5  c.c.  daily  to  a  maximum  of  3  c.c. 
[The  series  is  repeated  as  long  as  is  necessary. 
(Another  reaction  frequently  observed  is  a 


focal  one  consisting  of  an  oedema  of  the 
tumours.  This  usually  happens  early  in  the 
course  of  treatment  and  is  an  initial  reaction 
of  the  malignant  tissue  to  the  inhibitory 
substances.  It  is  relatively  unimportant 
from  a  therapeutic  point  of  view,  except  in 
certain  positions,  e.g.  where  acute  obstruc- 
tion is  likely  to  occur,  but  from  the  research 
aspect  is  a  most  interesting  demonstration 
of  the  activity  of  H.ii  extract  on  the  cancer 
growths.  To  control  this  focal  reaction 
some  well-absorbed  calcium  salt,  such  as 
calcium  sodium  lactate  with  vitamin  D 
added,  should  be  administered  orally. 

Incidentally,  another  compound  which 
should  be  administered  during  a  course  of 
H.II  extract  is  ammonium  chloride,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  alkali  reserve.  Dos- 
ages of  both  these  substances  should  be 
assessed  according  to  the  values  of  the 
serum  calcium  and  alkali  reserve  of  the 
blood,  due  consideration  being  given  to  the 
clinical  picture.  It  will  be  obvious  from  the 
above  consideration  that  H.ii  extract 
must  be,  at  any  rate  for  the  present,  not  only 
restricted  to  members  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  given  under  their  supervision, 
but  also  that  close  collaboration  must  exist 
between  the  medical  man  using  it  and  the 
medical  authorities  at  these  laboratories. 
Therefore,  Standard  Laboratories,  which 
prepare  the  extract,  have  wholeheartedly 
accepted  the  control  of  the  Hosa  Research 
Laboratories  over  all  extract  supplied. 

Period  of  Treatment 

The  clinical  results  which  have  been 
obtained  have  all  related  to  the  very  ad- 
vanced and  inoperable  type  of  case.  In  many 
cases  death  has  occurred  before  treatment 
could  start.  These  desperate  cases  should, 
so  far  as  is  possible,  be  eliminated,  and 
therefore  it  is  advised  that  cases  with  an 
expectation  of  life  of  less  than  two  months 
should  be  excluded.  The  period  of  treatment 
varies  much  in  different  cases,  an  average 
time  being  six  months.  Treatment  should 
continue  until  all  tumours  have  disappeared, 
together  with  all  other  signs  of  cancer,  and 
then  for  a  further  six  weeks,  during  which 
time  it  is  gradually  stopped.  No  untoward 
effects  have  been  observed  after  gradual 
cessation  of  the  therapy,  and  what  is  also 
important  is  that  cases  after  three  years 
and  more  of  such  discontinuance  are 
■without  signs  of  recurrence. 

There  are,  however,  a  number  of  these 
advanced  and  inoperable  cases — about  30 
per  cent. — in'which  no  successful  result  has 
been  obtained,  and  it  is  essential  that 
further  research  should  be  performed. 
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\he  fact  that  goods  made  of  raw  materials 
short  supply  owing  to  ivar  conditions  are 
ivertised  in  this  paper  or  described  in  its 
Utorial  columns  should  not  be  taken  as  an 
Ucation  that  they  are  necessarily  available 
export. 


The  Budget 

HAT  may  be  the  last  of  the  war-time 
udgets  was  presented  to  Parliament  by 
e  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  Sir  John 
nderson,  on  Tuesday.    His  proposals  in 
e  way  of  introducing  new  taxes  or  in- 
easing  old  ones  were  featureless.  With  one 
nimportant  exception,  that  of  the  excise 
uty  on  beer,  there  are  to  be  no  increases  in 
axation,  for  the  first  time  for  ten  years.  The 
LP.T.  concession  to  the  smaller  traders, 
perating  from  April  i  last,  will  be  welcomed, 
,s  will  be  the  proposals  to  provide  for  tax 
oncessions  to  industry  affecting  allowances 
'or  depreciation  and  obsolescence  of  plant, 
machinery  and  buildings.    An  important 
concession  that  should  prove  helpful  to  our 
post-war  trade  is  the  promised  assistance 
to  industrial  research.    The  cost  of  new 
laboratories  and  other  buildings  may  now 
be  deducted  from  profit  for  tax  purposes. 
Current  expenditure  on  research  will  also 
be  allowed. 

In  his  wireless  talk  to  taxpayers  the 
Chancellor  gave  a  timely  warning  of  the 
danger  of  monetary  inflation  which  might 
follow  a  persistent  and  general  upward 
trend  in  wages.  "Stability  of  prices  and 
stability  of  wages  go  together,"  said  Sir 
John,  and  it  seemed  to  him  that  to  some 


extent  the  latter  tended  to  outstrip  the 
former.  In  consequence  it  had  been 
decided  that  the  "cost-of-living"  peg 
should  be  taken  out  and  moved  up  five 
points,  to  35  per  cent.  We  have  never 
been  satisfied  that  the  Board  of  Trade's 
"cost-of-living"  index  figure  was  anything 
but  a  general  guide,  its  relation  to  the 
actual  cost  of  living  being  remote. 
One  factor  which,  in  our  opinion,  has  had 
a  substantial  effect  on  the  rise  in  consumer 
costs  has  been,  the  incidence  of  indirect 
taxation  on  a  wide  range  of  normal  necessi- 
ties. It  may  be  something  of  a  paradox 
that  the  Government,  which  throughout  the 
war  has  seen  the  danger  of  inflation  and 
realises  the  disasters  it  would  entail, 
should  have  started  the  upward  flight  of 
prices^ and  wages  by  the  introduction  of  such 
imposts  as  the  purchase  tax.  For  instance, 
the  tax  on  drugs  and  medicines  has  un- 
doubtedly added  to  the  cost  of  living.  Half 
the  products  now  liable  to  P.T.  are  in  the 
nature  of  common  necessities ;  they  cer- 
tainly are  not  luxuries,  and,  in  the  aggregate, 
their  taxation  has  had  a  marked  effect  on 
the  cost  of  goods  generally. 

The  Need  for  Thrift 

In  the  early  days  of  the  war  the  Govern- 
ment appealed  for  support  for  the  saving^ 
campaign.  In  the  course  of  his  speech,  Sir 
John  Anderson  referred  to  the  nation's 
splendid  response,  with  small  savings  for 
1943-44  showing  a  further  increase.  This 
achievement  has  materially  helped  to  main- 
tain financial  stability.  He  appealed  for  the 
continuance  of  this  habit  of  "Victorian 
thrift."  On  the  subject  of  restricting  ex- 
penditure to  its  minimum,  the  Chancellor 
made  no  mention  of  any  proposals  to  this 
end  in  connexion  with  the  war-time  Minis- 
tries. There  is,  we  are  afraid,  a  danger  that 
Parliament  as  a  whole  has  come  to  look  upon 
the  expenditure  of  millions  as  common- 
place. It  will  be  useless  to  ask  the  country 
for  further  and  continued  efforts  to  save, 
in  order  to  avoid  the  danger  of  inflation, 
unless  the  Government  of  the  day  is  pre- 
pared to  put  into  practice  its  own  precept. 
The  change-over  from  war  to  peace,  which 
should  involve  the  abolition  of  war-time 
Ministries  and  very  substantial  reductions 
in  all  Government  departments,  will  call 
for  drastic  and  firm  action  in  this  respect. 
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Words  of  Wisdom 

A  CONSIDERABLE  amouiit  of  time  has  been 
devoted  in  recent  months  to  discussions  on 
the  subject  of  social  welfare,  of  which  indus- 
trial welfare  forms  an  important  part.  To 
an  industrial  country  it  is  obvious  that  any 
developments  in  the  latter  sphere  will  affect 
a  large  proportion  of  the  community  and 
.any  suggestions  in  this  direction  will  be 
worthy  of  the  closest  study.  Lord  Trent,  in 
his  address  to  the  Industrial  Welfare  Society, 
an  abstract '^of  which  is  given  on  p.  473,  pro- 
poses no  drastic  innovations  to  already 
existing  schemes  of  industrial  welfare,  but 
rather  places  on  record  the  fruits  of  his  own 
personal  experience  in  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  the  employers'  responsibility 
in  welfare  and  personnel  work.  Lord  Trent 
commences  by  pointing  out  that  industry 
owes  a  duty  in  three  distinct  directions : 
first,  to  the  consumer  by  supplying  goods  at 
reasonable  prices ;  secondly,  to  those  em- 
ployed by  providing  them  with  an  adequate 
standard  of  living;  and  thirdly,  to  the 
shareholders  by  securing  for  them  a  proper 
return  on  their  invested  capital.  Lord 
Trent  makes  the  point,  sometimes  conveni- 
ently omitted  by  promoters  of  schemes  of 
social  betterment,  that  unless  we  can  find 
purchasers  of  our  goods  and  services,  there 
will  be  no  fund  out  of  which  industrial,  or 
other  forms  of  welfare,  can  be  provided. 

Welfare  Benefits  the  Employer 

It  is  important  to  remember  the  fact 
stressed  by  Lord  Trent  that  industrial 
welfare  is  by  no  means  a  one-sided  arrange- 
ment. A  healthy  and  happy  community  of 
workers  will  obviously  yield  far  better 
results  in  actual  goods  produced  than  a 
mere  collection  of  wage  earners.  The  pro- 
vision of  an  adequate  return  for  work  per- 
formed is,  of  course,  a  practical  condition 
towards  the  development  of  a  good  team 
spirit,  but  high  wages.  Lord  Trent  affirms, 
are  not  the  whole  solution  to  the  problem. 
Fear  of  insecurity,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a 
potent  source  of  worry,  with  consequent 
ill-health,  bad  work  and  discontent,  and  a 
removal  of  this  complex  would  go  a  long 
way  towards  a  solution  to  the  problem. 

In  a  well-organised  industrial  welfare 
scheme,  two  of  the  principal  aspects  would 


naturally  be  the  provision  of  a  medics 
service  and  the  work  of  welfare  officers.  I 
connexion  with  the  former.  Lord  Tre~ 
emphasises  that  a  medical  service  in  a  larg 
industrial  concern  covers  much  mo 
ground  than  the  mere  provision  of  facilitie 
for  first-aid  and  the  day-to-day  treatment  c 
minor  ills.  The  growth  of  industrial  medicin 
as  a  distinct  science  is  the  concern  of  th 
industrial  medical  officer,  with  emphasis  0: 
the  maintenance  of  health  rather  than  c 
the  treatment  of  illness.  "Health,"  more 
over,  is  interpreted  as  covering  not  onl 
physical  but  also  mental  and  spiritua 
well-being,  and  is  therefore  the  definit 
concern  of  the  management.  With  regari 
to  post-war  development,  Lord  Trent  en 
dorses  the  view  recently  expressed  by 
Conservative  Committee  that  a  spec'" 
responsibility  will  rest  upon  industry- 
help  demobilised  personnel  to  read  jus 
themselves  to  civilian  life.  New  an( 
properly  trained  staff  will  be  requir~ 
to  handle  the  human  problems  that  arisi 
out  of  large-scale  industry,  and  in  this  con 
nexion  the  right  type  of  person  must  b 
selected  and  trained  for  this  important  work

Four  pharmaceutical  bodies  are  con- 
templated:  (i)  the  Central  Pharmacy 
Board,  (2)  the  Area  Pharmacy  Board, 
(3)  the  Local  Pharmacy  Board,  and  (4)  the 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Committee.  The 
functions  of  each  are  described  overleaf. 
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The  Central  Pharmacy  Board.  It  will  be 
the  body  through  which  the  Minister  will 
secure  the  administration  of  the  service.

TEES-SIDE  CRITICISM  OF  C.P.W.C, 


A  COMBINED  meeting  of  the  Tees-side 
Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was 
held  in  Middlesbrough  on  April  12,  Mr. 
D'Arcy  Bray  presiding.  The  speaker  was 
Mr.  t.  Heseltine  (chairman  of  the  N.P.U.), 
himself  a  native  of  the  district.  Prior  to  the 
address,  members  stood  in  memory  of  Miss 
Winch,  whose  tragic  death  had  occurred 
since  the  previous  meeting. 

Mr.  Heseltine  enumerated  concessions 
the  N.P.U.  had  safeguarded  for  its  mem- 
bers, such  as  sugar  supplies  for  essential 
medicines;  distribution  of  approved  vita- 
min conserves ;  supply  of  glass-cloths  and 
the  like. 

At  the  request  of  many  present,  Mr. 
Heseltine  then  dealt  with  the  functions  of 
the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. 
Despite  the  speaker's  lucid  explanation  of 
the  working  of  that  body,  members  main- 
tained that  cases  were  being  dealt  with  by 
members  who  were  not  au  fait  wdth  local 
conditions ;  there  seemed  lack  of  discrim- 
ination between  the  services  rendered  by 
multiple  firms  and  personally-controlled 
pharmacies ;  and  when  a  medical  officer 
of  health  decided  that  a  pharmacist  was 
essential,  his  unbiased  decision  should  not 
be  overruled,  unless  it  could  be  shown  that 


the  Services  were  in  short  supply  of  phar-; 
macists.  Cases  were  instanced  in  whichr^ 
professional  personnel  were  taken  from  locall 
hospitals  and  used  as  unskilled  labour  in] 
the  Services.  Some  members  recoUected  th 
difficulties  in-^^olved  in  securing  the  employ- 
ment of  pharmacists  in  all  the  local  hospital 
and  it  was  felt  that  if  local  authorities! 
were  compelled,  through  the  action  of  th( 
C.P.W.C,  to  employ  unqualified  persons  inj 
hospital  dispensing,  this  would  be  to  the 
lasting  detriment  of  pharmacy. 

The  speaker  explained  the  activities  of 
the  joint  committee  in  connexion  with  the 
White  Paper,  and  assured  members  that 
the  position  was  being  watched.  He  stressed 
the  need  for  a  central  pharmaceutical  board 
for  pharmacists ;  pharmacists  to  be  repre- 
sented on  local  health  councils;  adequa^ 
remuneration  ;  all  dispensing  to  be  done 
pharmacists ;  and  arrangements  whereby 
medicines  could  be  delivered  to  patients. 
The  question  of  deliveries  occasioned  Some 
discussion,  and  one  member  referred  to  the 
onerous  position  of  a  pharmacist  to 
whom  the  patient  sent  along  a  child  messen- 
ger for  medicine  that  might  consist  of 
Schedule  4  tablets,  etc.  It  was  suggested  by 
another  member  that  a  special  delivery  fee 
should  cover  cases  such  as  this. 
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LORD  TRENT  ON  INDUSTRIAL  WELFARE 


April  1 8,  Lord  Trent  read  a  paper  before 
Industrial  Welfare  Society  under  the 
|le  of  "The  Responsibility  of  the  Employer 
Welfare  and  iPersonnel  Work."  The 
towing  are  some  of  the  principal  points 
his  address: — 

tple  Duty  of  Employers 

[The  employer  in  industry  owes  a  triple 
ty  to  society.  He  has  a  duty  to  supply  the 
hsuming  public  with  the  things  that  it 
|eds  at  reasonable  prices.  He  has  a  duty 
provide  a  reasonable  standard  of  living 
[d  happiness  for  those  whom  he  employs. 
hd  he  has  a  further  duty  to  his  share- 
Iders  to  secure  for  them  a  reasonable 
muneration  on  their  invested  capital.  It 
clear  that  unless  a  product  is  sold  at  a 
[ofit,  at  a  price  that  is  higher  than  its  basic 
Ists  of  production,  there  is  no  margin  left 
|r  expenditure  on  welfare.  It  is  equally 
jar  that,  unless  the  public  is  well  served, 
^ere  will  be  an  inadequate  demand  for  the 
)ods  produced ;  and  that  unless  the  share- 
)lder  is  reasonably  remunerated  he  cannot 
expected  to  run  the  risk  involved  in 
applying  the  capital  that  is  required. 

idustrial  Prosperity  Essential 

When  we  talk  of  industrial  welfare  we 
ave  to  think  first  in  terms  of  industrial 
rosperity.  This  is  true  whether  private 
iterprise  makes  itself  responsible  for 
elfare,  or  whether  the  State  takes  upon 
;self  the  burden  of  laying  the  foundations 
f  the  nation's  happiness,  as  well  as  of  its 
fealth  and  its  education,  which  are  all 
flements  of  what  we  call  welfare.  So  we 
tart  from  the  basis  that  unless  we  can  find 
)urchasers  of  our  goods  and  services,  there 
s  no  fund  out  of  which  industrial  or  any 
rther  form  of  welfare  can  be  provided. 

It  was  the  absence  of  personal  contact 
between  the  master  and  the  man  that  led 
o  the  breakdown  in  human  relationships 
)f  a  century  ago.  The  effort  of  the  present 
entury  has  been  directed  to  restoring  those 
tiuman  relationships  under  the  quite  differ- 
ent conditions  of  large-scale  industry.  And 
the  very  magnitude  of  present-day  industry 
makes  the  problem  not  only  different  in 
scale,  but  to  a  large  extent  also  different  in 
kind.  Broadly  speaking,  the  employer  in 
a  large-scale  business  has  a  direct  responsi- 
bility for  providing  those  whom  he  employs 
with  the  opportunity  of  living  the  fullest 
possible  life  and  acquiring  the  highest 
possible  conception  of  their  duties  to  the 
community. 


Best  Results  from  Happy  Workers 

That  is  an  obligation  imposed  upon  him. 
But  in  practice  it  does  not  work  only  one 
way.  For,  even  if  he  regards  his  main 
objective  as  being  success  in  his  business, 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  he  will  get  better 
results  from  a  healthy  and  happy  community 
of  workers  than  from  wage-slaves.  Speaking 
with  an  intimate  knowledge  of  a  working 
community  of  some  25,000  souls,  I  can  affirm 
confidently  that  the  success  of  an  industry 
is  directly  related  to  the  good  spirit  prevail- 
ing among  the  workers.  What  then  are  the 
practical  conditions  that  make  for  the  devel- 
opment of  such  a  spirit  ?  First  of  all,  obvi- 
ously, comes  an  adequate  wage.  But  high 
wages  are  far  from  being  enough,  if  only  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  impossible  to  define 
what  is  an  adequate  wage.  The  soaring 
ambition  that  is  dormant  in  every  one  of 
us  will  always  make  a  ;;^4-a-week  man  want 
£5,  and  a  ;^io-a-week  man  aspire  to  a  stand- 
ard of  living  that  could  not  be  satisfied  with 
less  than  £15.  There  is  no  ideal  ceiling  to 
wages.  There  is  no  finality  in  the  standard 
of  living.  It  has  long  been  evident  to  those 
who  are  conversant  with  personnel  problems 
that  the  fear  of  insecurity  on  the  part  of  the 
wage-earner  has  been  one  of  the  most  potent 
sources  of  worry,  ill-health,  bad  work  and 
discontent.  Most  large  firms  have  success- 
fully dealt  with  this  problem  for  many  years 
past. 

Industrial  Medical  Service 

A  medical  service  in  a  large  industrial 
concern  is  something  very  much  more  than 
a  first-aid  post  for  day-to-day  injuries  or 
sickness.  The  medical  officer  is  concerned 
with  every  aspect  of  what  is  now  coming  to 
be  known  as  industrial  medicine,  and  this 
means  the  maintenance  of  health  rather 
than  the  cure  of  ill-health.  Moreover,  the 
word  "health"  covers  not  only  physical 
but  also  mental  and  spiritual  well-being. 
Welfare,  in  this  sense,  we  have  come  to 
regard  as.  very  definitely  a  function  of 
management,  and  not  as  an  extraneous 
service  imposed  upon  our  normal  routine. 
In  a  "Report  on  the  Future  of  Industry" 
recently  issued  by  a  Conservative  Committee 
great  stress  is  laid  on  the  special  responsi- 
bility that  will  rest  upon  industry  after  the 
war  to  help  the  demobilised  man  to  adjust 
himself  to  life  out  of  uniform.  The  Com- 
mittee, rightly  in  my  judgment,  regard  it  as 
one  of  the  direct  responsibilities  of  the 
higher  management  to  create  the  right 
atmosphere    and    maintain    smooth  and 
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co-operative  human  relations.  "To  handle 
the  detail  of  many  of  the  human  problems 
which  arise  out  of  the  development  of 
large-scale  industry,"  they  say,  "there  will 
be  increasing  need  for  properly  trained 
staff."  That  is  perfectly  true,  if  not  entirely 
new.  In  many  companies  properly  trained 
staffs  exist  already  who  know  how  to  com- 
bine the  functions  of  the  Ministries  of 
Health,  Labour  and  Education  on  behalf  of 
the  communities  for  whose  lives  they  are  so 
largely  responsible.  And  so  far  as  my 
experience  goes  they  are  in  a  position  to 
perform  such  functions  more  effectively 
and  more  humanly,  because  more  intim- 
ately, than  any  government  departments 
could  possibly  succeed  in  doing  nationally. 

Human  Problems 

What  type  of  man  should  be  chosen  to 
handle  welfare  and  personnel  work  ?  The 
problems  with  which  they  are  concerned  are 
human  problems  and  their  success  in  solving 


them  will  depend  upon  their  own  qualii 
and  their  own  personalities.    The  capaci! 
for  sympathetic  understanding  and, a  sincel 
and   unselfish  interest  in  other  peopl' 
troubles  and  worries,  joys  and  aspiratioi 
are   perhaps   the    essential  qualificati( 
required.   To  the  right  man  the  profesi 
is  a  calling  just  as  much  as  it  is  to  t 
teacher  or  doctor.    I  am  not  going  to  pr 
tend,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  Industri 
Welfare  Society  has  never  pretended,  th; 
the  welfare  schemes  which  have  been  cu 
ducted  by  business  firms  have  been  dictate 
solely  by  disinterested  motives.   An  indu 
try  is  not  a  benevolent  institution,  and 
would  not  be  performing  its  prime  functic 
if  it  regarded  itself  as  such.    A  good  spir 
of  team  work  on  the  part  of  all  concerne 
has  been  found  by  experience  to  be  a  viti 
factor  in  economic  production,  and  it  is  o 
these  grounds  that  the  firm  qua  firm  woul 
regard  welfare  work  as  an  essential  elemei 
of  management. 


NORTH  BRITISH  EXECUTIVE 


A  MEETING  of  the  Executive  of  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  April  19, 
the  vice-chairman  (Mr.  .

Advisory  Council  on  Education

held  on  March  29.  On  April  6  the  matter 
was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  Scotland.

General  market  conditions  during  the 
past  week  show  little  change  from  those 
reported  recently.  The  tone  in  chemicals 
and  drugs  continues  quiet,  without  any 
features  worthy  of  note.  Values  for  the 
most  part  are  steady,  and  fluctuations,  as 
given  below,  are  mostly  slight.  In  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  section  an 
advance  has  been  notified  in  Borax  and 
Boric  acid  ;  as  noted  last  week,  prices  of 
Citrates  are  increased  by  one  penny 
per  lb. 

Crude  Drugs 

Little  of  interest  has  occurred  in  these 
markets  during  the  week,  and  for  the  most 
part  previous  quotations  are  repeated. 
Business  has  been  more  or  less  confined  to 
filling  smallish  orders  from  manufacturers 
requiring  materials  for  immediate  consump- 
tion. While  some  of  the  Cape  Aloes 
mentioned  last  week  has  been  sold,  a  little 
remains  at  the  price  stated,  but  supplies 
are  available  only  to  approved  users. 
Although  Balsam  tolu  is  exhausted,  new 
allocations  have  been  granted ;  Peru  is 
easier.  Some  Benzoin  may  still  be  had 
for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  Spice  products 
are  inactive,  and  no  changes  have  been 
made  in  current  quotations.  New  alloca- 
tions granted  for  Cochineal  will  in  due 
course  relieve  the  present  acute  shortage.

Thiamine   in   Canned   Vegetables. — The 

importance  of  vitamins  in  normal  nutrition 
and  growth  has  caused  considerable  atten- 
tion to  be  paid  by  the  food  industries  to  the 
possibilities  of  loss  that  may  occur  in  re- 
fining or  preservation  processes.  Clifcorn 
and  Heberlein  ("  Industrial  and  Engineering 
Chemistry,"  February,  1944,  p.  168)  de- 
scribe the  effect  of  commercial  canning  on 
the  thiamine  content  of  nine  vegetables, 
including  asparagus,  green  beans  and  peas. 
They  show  that,  in  blanching,  retention  of 
thiamine  ranges  from  64  to  100  per  cent., 
and  during  processing  from  58  to  79  per 
cent.  Thiamine  retention  of  the  nine  pro- 
ducts studied, ,  based  on  the  total  can  con- 
tents, ranges  from  31  to  89  per  cent.,  with 
an  average  of  57  per  cent.  The  liquid 
portion  in  the  tin  of  canned  vegetables 
contains  between  27  and  45  per  cent,  of  the 
total  thiamine,  and  the  importance  of  utilis- 
ing this  portion  of  the  canned  product  is  thus 
emphasised.  Experiments  indicated  a  de- 
crease in  thiamine  content  on  storage,  but 
work  on  this  subject  was  not  completed. 

Patulin  as  Preventive  of  "  Damping-off." 

— Anslow,  Raistrick  and  Smith  ("Journal 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry," 
62.12.236)  report  that  patulin  completely 
inhibits  the  growth  of  various  species  of 
Pythium  (the  cause  of  "damping-off" 
disease  of  seedlings)  at  dilutions  of  approxi- 
mately I  in  400,000.  The  following  species 
were  used  as  test  organisms :  P.  ultimum  ; 
P.  debaryanum ;  P.  aphanidermatum ;  P. 
mammilatum ;  and  Pythium  species,  un- 
identified. Tubes  of  sucrose  solutions  were 
set  up  containing  pure  patulin  in  concentra- 
tions decreasing  in  close  steps  from  i  in 
200,000  to  I  in  100,000.  Each  experiment 
was  carried  out  in  duplicate  and  occasionally 
in  triplicate.  The  following  results  were 
obtained :  P.  ultimum :  Complete  inhibi- 
tion of  growth  in  two  sets  at  i  in  500,000, 
and  the  other  at  i  in  400,000,  after  ten  days' 
incubation ;  P.  debaryanum :  complete 
inhibition  at  i  in  500,000  after  thirteen 
days'  incubation ;  P.  aphanidermatum :

Dispensing  Fees 

Sir, — W'Tiilst  in  every  way  agreeing  with 
your  many  correspondents  who  stress  the 
need  for  at  least  doubling  the  present  dis- 
pensing fees,  I  feel  the  time  has  come  for 
the  establishment  of  the  principle  of  pay- 
ment on  the  number  of  doses  dispensed. 
With  the  grave  shortage  of  doctors,  and 
the  consequent  pressure  on  surgeries  and 
waiting  rooms,  one  can  hardly  Iblame  the 
doctor  for  endeavouring  to  lessen  the  num- 
ber of  visits  by  writing  scripts  for  8-oz.  and 
16-OZ.  quantities  in  dessertspoonful  and 
even  teaspoonful  doses,  especially  for  his 
"old  chronics"  who  appear  to  require  three 
doses  daily  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 
During  the  past  three  or  four  years  such 
prescribing  has  become  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception,  both  in  panel  and  private 
practice.  The  chemist  is  thus  cheated  out 
of  at  least  half  of  his  fees.  From  its  incep- 
tion, the  National  Health  Insurance  system 
has  recommended  the  sixteen-dose  bottle, 
and  therefore  I  contend  that  such  fees  as 
are  paid  (and  I  quite  agree  they  should  be 
a  shilling  rather  than  a  meagre  fivepence) 
should  be  on  this  basis ;  and  if  thirty- two 
and  sixty-four  doses  are  called  for,  the  fees 
should  be  adjusted  accordingly.  Nobody 
would  dream  of  selling  a  large-size  pro- 
prietary for  the  same  profit  as  the  small  size. 
The  idea  of  costing  everything,  including 
proprietaries,  at  their  net  cost  plus  a  small 
fee  is  surely  the  most  calculated  form  of 
niggardliness  it  were  possible  (to  conceive, 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  all  of  us  who  accept 
payment  on  these  terms  for  the  many 
"patent"  medicines  now  prescribed  are 
guilty  of  offending  against  our  P.A.T.A. 
obligations.  If  we  contract  with  an  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  these  terms,  are  we  not 
party  to  an  illegal  act?  After  all,  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  agree- 
ment existed  long  before  the  Insurance 
contracts. — Yours  faithfully,

Which  way  is  the  wind 
blowing  in  INDIA?

"An  assurance  that  the  Government  of  India 
were  anxious  to  help  the  postwar  development 
of  Indian  industries  was  given  by  Sir  Azizul 
Haque,  Commerce  Member,  Government  of 
India,  when  he  met  the  Committee  of  the 
Bengal  National  Chamber  of  Commerce  yester- 
day.

Sir  Azizul  explained  that  the  list  of  goods  to 
be  imported  was  being  carefully  scrutinized 
by  the  Government,  and  every  care  was  taken 
that  imports  did  not  injure  the  interest  of 
Indian  industries.  The  Government  were  also 
considering  associating  an  Advisory  Com- 
mittee with  them  in  the  preparation  of  this 
list.  He  further  assured  them  that  the  Govern- 
ment were  taking  all  possible  steps  to  import 
raw  materials  and  chemicals  to  help  Indian 
industries . ' '— A  .P .
